The Remarks of 12/28/2007 have been considered. The claimed invention is a process for PREPARING an aqueous coating material. 
Reusmann does not disclose a (A-2) component (of at least one aqueous color-imparting base color comprising: at least one water- 
soluble or -dispersible binder, at least one color pigment, and water). The binder is the same as for preparing (A-1) and and (B) for the 
present claims and in the reference's invention. The claimed (A-2) component is expected in Reusmann invention to control 
COATABILITY property. Reusmann does not disclose=does not name (A-2), since this component is expected. A worker in the art would 
add (A-2) to control=improve coatability property and control/correct color effect for an aqueous coating material. There is no claimed 
substrate, there is no characteristic of the resulting coating material, there is no specified moisture resistance and condensation 
resistance (see remarks, page 9/13) in the present claims. Kawakami discloses an aqueous coating composition.To modify the aqueous 
coating composition in Reusmann invention by incorporating the composition of Kawakami in order to improve physical properties of 
coating composition is expected and the combination of teachings in cited references is proper. The rejection of record has not been 
withdrawn. 
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
